As an old fox hunter, who knew the Walker 

; hounds could make a July or Trigg look bad, I 
followed with some interest the controversy in 

Great Britain where a drive to eliminate “blood sports” failed by 
a narrow margin and will again come before the august Parliament. 


The first such bills to pass met with great objection in this 
country and in Britain. The prohibition of bear-baiting and bull- 
baiting was opposed in this country on the ground that the Puri- 
tans wanted to end bear-baiting not because it gave pain to the 
bear but because it gave pleasure to the spectators. 

1802 When Sir William Pulteney introduced a bill in 1802 to 

prohibit bull and bear-baiting, William Windham de- 
nounced the measure as a conspiracy of the Jacobins (the Commu- 
nists of their day) and the Methodists designed to compel the 
people to be “grave and serious” before getting their help in other 


“antinational” schemes and argued the British way of life, her 
traditions and culture, must stand or fall with bear-baiting. 


Today the British fox hunters, who hunt by the ancient rituals 
which date back to the time of the druids, take almost the same 
attitude, terming the measure to abolish fox hunting “squeamish” 
and “fanatical,” declaring Britain’s noblest virtues and disciplines 
stem from the rules and regulations of fox hunting. They point 
to all the gallant hunting songs testifying to Spartan virtues and 
to fellowship. 


Pests But the Labor government is approaching fox hunting, 

as well is that of chasing the noble stag, from an eco- 
nomic viewpoint. It is not, as has been claimed, argues Anthony 
Greenwood, MP from Heywood and Radcliffe, class warfare. 
It is simply that the pests of foxes, otters, badgers and hares must 
be controlled and hunting is neither effective nor humane. There- 
fore, the Labor government proposes the Minister of Agriculture 
shall be given authority to poison and trap the pests.

The fox hunters have been able to obtain restrictive laws against 
killing fox and the fox seems to know it. 


Our hunting of the fox has never attained the ritualistic, dog- | 


matic conditions governing it in Great Britain. At our greatest 
hunts, the National Foxhounds Trials, there will be red coats and 
steel-lined hunting caps, and polished boots. Special railroad cars 
will bring in the hounds and the horses, or hunters. But, there 
also will be the old pants and hickory shirt men from the hills and 
the farms, meeting on common ground. They will ride their own 
horses or rent plow horses from neighboring farms. The old prac- 
tice was—I have not rode to hounds in 21 years—was to rent the 
mounts from the nearest National Guard cavalry outfit.

Roosevelt, Wagner Bids Start a Scramble 


WASHINGTON—Candidatorial announcement by not one, but two, big-name sons in New York 
has set off a political scramble as interesting, and perhaps prophetic, as has been witnessed in many 
a day. Two weeks ago, Franklin D. Roosevelt, Jr., announced that he would run for the congressional 
seat in the Twentieth New York City District vacated by death of Rep. Sol Bloom. 


And on Saturday, Robert Ferdinand Wagner, 
Jr., declared his candidacy for the senatorial seat 
of his ailing father, Robert F. Wagner, Sr., in the 
event the latter decides to resign in time to per- 
mit choice of a successor in the regular election 
next November. 

Tammany opposition to young Roosevelt has 
faced Mayor William O’Dwyer with an embarrass- 
ing choice, and both the Roosevelt and Wagner 
candidacies present problems to Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey. 


For nearly two years, since he became 
wholly incapacitated, Sen. Wagner, or who- 
ever acts in his name, has been maneuvering 
to pass the seat on to Wagner, Jr. As early 
as 1942 there were reports of a proposal to 
the then Democratic Governor, Herbert Leh- 
man, that if he would agree to appoint the 
son as successor, Sen. Wagner would resign. 


Lehman refused this proposal, maybe because 

he wanted the Senate seat for himself. Lehman 
ran unsuccessfully for the other New York Sena- 
torship when James M. Mead gave it up to run 
for Governor in 1946. 
. An obvious deterrent to resignation by Sen. 
Wagner has been the fact that the appointment 
of his successer would devolve upon Gov. Dewey, 
a Republican. 

The plan now on foot, however, is to withhold 
the resignation until so close to the election next 
November that no interim appointment would be 
permissible. 

Respecting ‘the Roosevelt candidacy, Gov. 
Dewey holds a whip hand, in that he can either 
call a special election to fill the congressional 
vacancy or leave it open until November. 

As to which course would be most advanta- 
geous to Republicans, Gov. Dewey’s advisers are 
divided. One group argues that the election 
should be called at once on account of the intra- 
Democratic conflict Roosevelt’s candidacy has 
provoked. 

After most of the 14 Democratic district lead- 
ers turned him down, he announced he would run 
as an independent. Mayor O’Dwyer, who at first 
declared for Roosevelt, reneged to the extent of 


an “Irish Night” message that he recognized 
equally the claim of Assemblyman Owen McGiv- 
ern to the congressional] seat. Tammany leaders 
are:said to favor Benjamin Shalleck, a municipal 
court judge. The New York Times describes the 
population of the congressional! district as “50 to 
60 percent Jewish, with a strong Irish Catholic 
segment and a smal] section of Harlem.” 

Republicans urging a quick election think the 
Roosevelt candidacy is ideal from the standpoint 
of splitting the Democratic Party and embarrass- 
ing its leaders. 


But there are others who contend that the 
time to concentrate all Democratic conflicts 
is November. Up for re-election himself then, 
Mayor O’Dwyer would find it difficult to 
avoid taking sides as to other races that would 
alienate supporters. 


Moreover, there is the question of whether the 
electorate would swallow the big-name sons at 
the same time. And suppose, as seems likely, 
Tammany Hall goes full length for young Wagner 
but turns thumbs down on young Roosevelt? 

The Liberal Party and the American Labor 
(Wallaceite) Party each would like to grab Frank- 
lin D., Jr., as its nominee. But the Liberals won't 
take him if he has any truck with American La- 
bor, and vice versa. If young Wagner is a Tam. 
many favorite, he will be hard for American La- 
borites, and perhaps also Liberals, to accept. 

Whatever Gov. Dewey does it will be with an 
ey* mainly to 1950, when his own job and tke 
Wagner senatorial seat—for the full six-year 
term—will be at stake.

The Shadow of Gen. Vaughn 


WASHINGTON—The President’s military aide, Maj. Gen. Ha 
Vaughan, has been customarily regarded as one of the comic cn 
acters of the Washington scene. His private talent for Elks’ bar 
jokes is only equaled by his propensity for public gaffs. He does 
not wear the solemn mask of statesmanship. Seemingly he is just 
one of the boys, one of the President’s oldest friends, one of the 
all too human details in the grand panorama of the Government. 


“It is time to realize, however, that there is more to Vaughan 
than meets the eye. He has always been a sort of crumb in the 
bed of the President’s more serious advisers, ever since Truman 
succeeded to his office. Robert E. Hannegan, architect of Tru- 
man's fortunes, made the first of a long series of unsuccessful 
attempts to persuade the President to get rid of Vaughan, back in 
the days when he was Postmaster General and Chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee. . 


But the election last Nov. 2 altered the position 
Influence of this friend of the President’s by altering the 
President himself. Hannegan’s distaste for the general was based 
on the political inconvenience of such episodes as Vaughan’s re- 
markable summary of the Potsdam conference, for the benefit of 
a church group in Virginia. He was then regarded as a nuisance. 
He must now be considered an important influence, for the Presi- 
dent has gained enough self-confidence from his victory to listen 
wal si’ man he likes so much on a greatly extended range of 
ubjects, 


in politics, unfortunately, many of the most important facts are 
not tangible, and cannot be any more exactly pinned down than 
a change in the atmosphere. The rise of Harry Vaughan belongs 
to this category of development. It is to .be observed in rather 
casual signs. 


The control of patronage that would normally be exercised by 
Sen. J. Howard .McGrath, as current National Committee Chair- 
man, has lately begun to be limited, for example. Vaughan is not 
only interesting himself in special situations, such as Louis John- 
son’s appointment as Secretary of Defense, or, on a lower level, 
the Wisconsin judgeship that is now vacant. There are also indi- 
cations that he is beginning to range over the whole field, and to 
gather into his hands more and more of the crucial job-dis- 
pensing function. 


Change Normally, this sort of change in the relative positions 
; of the men around the President would be interest- 
ing only from the standpoint of the personalities involved. But 
in this instance the rise of Harry Vaughan dramatizes a much 
larger and more significant phenomenon, It does not matter which 
individual advises the President of the United States. But it does 
matter a great deal what kind of individuals are depended upon 
by the President. And, in the present case, the breed is changing. 


There has always been a curious division at the White House 
between the cronies and the men who can best be lumped together 
as the professionals. The professionals have included a remark- 
ably motley assortment, ranging from expert politicians like Hanne 
gan and McGrath to great administrators and trained officials like 
Robert A. Lovett and James V. Forrestal. Very broadly and rough- 
ly speaking, the President’s habit in his first administration was 
to live with the cronies, but to let the professionals help him when 
really important issues were to be decided. 


In line with this pattern, in his first administration he left the 
professionals in almost undisputed control] of foreign and defense 
policy. And in defiance of the cronies, he took from the profes- 
sionals the repeated advice to go left in domestic policy, which 
won him the election. The line-up was loose—for instance, For- 
restal frequently sided with the cronies on domestic questions. 
Nonetheless, the cronies in those days seldom prevailed except on 
minor matters. 

A rather different situation is now arising. One by one, the 
professionals are departing from the scene. Simultaneously, the 
President’s isolation in the White House is increasing, so that he 
is even ceasing to consult very often with such old and loyal friends 
as Vice President Alben Barkley.

How Rent Control Bill Will Affect You 


WASHINGTON—Here, in question and answer form, is how the compromise rent control measure 


will affect you: 
Q. Will my rent be increased? 


A. Not automatically. If your landlord is not getting a “fair income” out of his property, rent 


authorities must grant him an increase after studying the situation thoroughly. 
signed a voluntary 15 percent increase, or if your landlord already has.been granted a “hardship 


If you’vé already 


rent hike, the chances for a further boost are much smaller than otherwise. 


Q. I’m a landlord. My property taxes have 
gone up, the janitors threaten to strike unless 
they get higher wages, fuel costs more than ever, 
and I’ve just completed Spring repainting of 
apartment interiors. Can I use all of these costs 
as a basis for asking a rent rise? 

A. You can use all of them except the re- 
painting, which comes under the heading of nor- 
mal maintenance. 


Q. What will be the new law on evic- 
_ tions? 

A. It’s up to the Federal Housing Expe- 
diter to draw up any regulations he con- 
siders necessary. He probably will issue the 
regulations in a few weeks. Informed 
sources believe they will be considerably 
tighter than the present 60 days’ notice 
requirement. 


Q. Can the Federal Government step in and 
prevent my city from scrapping controls,:if the 
City Council votes to do so? 

A. No. But the Governor of your State’can 
veto it. 

Q. What does my State have to do to take 
over rent controls? 

A. Pass a law and set up machinery for ad- 


ministering State controls, then notify the Fed- 
eral authorities. Or, the State Legislature can 


remove controls entirely by passing a law to 

that effect. 

' Q. My county was decontrolled last year. Can 

the Federal Rent Director restore ceilings now? 
A. Yes, if your local rent board recommends it, 


Q. I rent a room by the month in an Atlanta 
hotel. Will my rent be controlled? 

A. Yes, it will be frozen at the March 1 rate, 
if 25 percent or more of the rooms in the hotel 
are occupied by non-transients like yourse If. 

Q. I’m a traveling salesman. Will I find 
hotel rooms under ceilings again? : 

A. No. Transient hotel rooms remain free 
of controls everywhere. Even nontransient hotel 
rooms are uncontrolled except in New York and 
Chicago. 

Q. I live in a tourist.court (motel). Will. my 
rents be controlled? fe 

Q. I live permanently in a trailer. What about 
the ground rent for the space my trailer oc- 
cupies? . ; 

A. It is brought back under controls. 

Q. I live in a rooming house and my rent 
is now controlled. Will it remain so? | 

A. The new bill makes no change in rooming 
house controls.

Editor Constitution: The publicity given the 
controversy between the nursing groups is a sad 
blow to progress in Georgia. 

A particular group of nurses resist every 
effort toward improvement. In spite of their 
emotional statements describing the “cries of the 
helpless sick” they frequently seem more con- 
cerned with their own personal stats than with 
the future of nursing or the care of patients. 

Some of these same nurses are refusing to 
accept assignments which require the more com- 
plicated nursing care, and others are refusing to 
take patients of certain surgeons because their 
cases are “too hard.” Instead of wailing about 
another “Yankee invasion in Georgia” they 
should unselfishly study the new plan. 

They would then realize that now more than 
ever the patient is the reason for everything. 
Since, however, approximately 90 percent of the 
sick are never hospitalized, a nurse should know 
more than she can learn in a hospital alone. 
Through preventive medicine many needless ill- 
nesses can be averted. 

By improving and centralizing our schools of 
nursing, we can increase the number of qualified 
nurses and improve the service to the public. At 
the same time, we would do well to look criti- 
cally at those schools which exploit students for 
cheap labor and fail to give them the bedside 
experience or the fundamental knowledge they 
need. Those which measure up to honest stand- 
ards need have no fear.

It 
may be sound, and again it may not, for 
there is a human tendency of those who get 
hemmed in to try desperately to break out. 


It is a good excuse, anyhow, as history dem- 
onstrates. In starting the last two world wars, 
Germany complained she was being hemmed in 
and so convinced her people. It is good psy- 
chology for those who want to expand to say 
they are hemmed in, and to add that some flow- 
ery if illogica) rhetoric about bringing together 
in one piece, under one cover, people who have 
a kinship of blood or race or ideals or economic 
interests of what-have-you, such as Germany did 
in Europe and Japan did in Asia with her talk 
about an East Asia coprosperity sphere, or what- 
ever the phrase was. Russia talks like that, too. 
Nor are we entirely guiltless, for though we have 
no aims whatever of expansion, we speak glibly 
of bringing the “democracies” under our cover, 
and our pact is getting beyond such, for they 
are not too plentiful in the world today. 

The point here is not the validity of all of 
this, of which there is very little, but that rulers 
have a way of making people believe it enough 
so they'll fight. A fact of human nature, not 
theory, is involved. 

Worth contemplating now, from the place we 
have reached, is the difference in purpose in the 
United Nations as originally conceived and that

of the new series of regional alliances. The UN 
was a world organization designed to achieve 
peace by removing economic and social injus- 
tices and maladjustments, which start wars, and 
by limiting armaments with which wars are 
fought. The object was bold and positive. The 
aim of the projected alliances is to preserve peace 
by arming ourselves all over the world. It is 
defensive, negative, and old as man, and has 
proved futile for centuries. It can do nothing 
but start an arms race, and that is not only 
costly but dangerous. That is the reason for the 
questions raised in Congress about the proposed 
program, supplementary to the pact, to supply 
arms to Western Europe, while there is general 
acceptance of the pact itself. ,* 


The UN was a weak sort of vessel from 
the start. It got stalled with the vete, which 
permitted big-power domination, and while 
achieving something in the economic and 
social field, it has failed completely of two 
basic objectives. One is disarmament, in- 
cluding atomic control; the other, an inter- 
national police force to check aggression. 
For all this Russia is much to blame, but 
not altogether. 


The Atlantic Pact and the projected exten- 

sion of such regional arrangements are but the 
inevitable result of a policy that started with 
the Truman doctrine in Greece and Turkey, 
which was thought necessary to counter Russian 
expansion. It established a philosophy which 
cculd lead nowhere else. 
. There was another direction, another choice, 
which was to proceed boldly to make the UN 
a real world government, a positive force, for 
which the world yearned. But nowhere’in the 
world was there leadership for such a course 
and so we find the UN disintegrating in a series 
of secession movements. The whole world has 
hemmed itself in with ancient concepts and 
prejudices.

I will never forgive 
myself ”

old gentleman has now sent his 
circulars to the police chiefs of 
Paris, London, Antwerp, The 
Hague, Dublin, Geneva, Rome, Co- 
penhagen, Stockholm, Oslo, Tel 
Aviv, and to military authorities 
in Germany. He has asked for and 
received help from the Vatican, 
which has a tracing service. The 
Department of the Army in Wash- 
ington is sympathetic but bereft 
of further ideas.

Bert Hendrickson, of the 


SCS Experiment Station at 


Watkinsville, issues a warning about the use of Winter 
grazing that should be laid away in our thinking. 


Writing in the Soil Conserva- 
tion News, he says: “Overgraz- 
ing in Winter is an especially 
poor practice. Duriiz the Win- 
ter, cool-weather plants need 
warmth, sunshine and consider- 
able leaf area tO make rapid 
growth. They cannot make rap- 
id growth if the tops are grazed 
off to the ground. 


“When our (the station’s) Win- 
ter grains, grasses and clovers 
are about one-half grazed off, we 
close the pasture, leaving three 
or four inches of top growth re- 
maining. After a few days of 
mild weather the pasture is 
again ready for some controlled 
Winter grazing. Three or four 
pastures on the average farm 
can provide good long-season 
grazing in the Southern Pied- 
mont.” 

I suppose our worst sin against 
the new Winter grazing is the 
one pointed out her? by Bert 
Hendrickson. We are so delight- 
ed to get the grazing that we 
overdo it and when we do so 
we injure ourselves. 

Nature needs some leaf area 
to hasten her growth process 
and when she does not get this 
leaf area she has to start the 
process from the beginning and 
it takes longer, naturally.

’ Talmadges, who seem to be able to take care of themselves, but 
this time our young Chief Executive has my heartfelt sympathy. 


He'll be damned if the tax referendum goes through 
and he’ll be damned if'it doesn’t. And people will never get 
through blaming him for the high cost of taxes, or the low 
quality of public services, depending on how they vote. 


Actually, although everybody has heard about how wily he was 
to toss the tax bill, quick as a hot potato, to the laps of the tax- 
payers, there would have been just as many screams arising from 
a different set of vocal chords if he hadn’t. His action can be 
classed as political canniness or simply seeking a mandate from 
the bill payers. 

There is no doubt we need to spend money. The school people 
have proved it time and time again in their reports and statistics, 
and we see it in our illiteracy and poverty and underprivilege. 
The Minimum Foundation for Education is just what it says: a mini- 
mum plan. Even if it is financed to the fullest request, it will 
still give us only a working basis for public school education. 

We need improvement-in our public custodian institutions. It 
doesn’t matter how many committees investigate our mental hos- 
pital at Milledgeville and view with alarmy or how many fine 
feature writers expose the situations there and elsewhere in our 
public protection, unless we appropriate the money to clear up 
the shame they uncover. 

We need a stronger arm in public health, though we have done 

a commendable job in that field up to now, but we are especially 
lacking in ‘money to pay salaries and staff the unused wings at 
Battey Hospital, where tuberculous patients could be treated and 
perhaps cured to become productive citizens once more. 


Those who complain that the Governor and the Legis- 
Jature tacked extra services onto the school bill forget that 
day after day committees of indignant citizens and delegates 
from civie groups called upon him to insist that something 
be done and quickly about many things besides education. 


Of course the wording of the referendum is a carte blanc order 

or demands on the people’s pocketbooks that could get out of hand 

ith irresponsible administration, but to retard all progress be- 

ause of that fear is simply biting off our collective noses to spite 

ur collective faces... There may be some irregularities, human 

being human, and: if they don’t occur, a lot of people will 

claim they have just to keep things lively, but an alert citizenry 
should be fairly vigilant about being robbed.

Approximately 800 square miles will be probed by the 
Atlanta Metropolitan Planning Commission in working out 
an over-all plan for growth and development of the Greater 


Atlanta Area. 

Commission Chairman Fred A. 
Hoyt said the area for preliminary 
study would extend from Roswell 
on the north to Jonesboro on the 
south, and from Marietta and 
Austell on the west to Stone 
Mountain on the east. 

Hoyt explained the area in- 
cluded certain territory contiguous 
to Fulton and DeKalb Counties 
and designated by legislative act 
as the “Metropolitan Planning Dis- 
trict” because of the direct influ- 
ence the areas have on growth and 
development of the central urban 
area. 

The over-all plan to be worked 
out will take into account the 
present and probable future loca- 
tions of residential areas, indus- 
tries, transportation, public utili- 
ties, schools, recreational areas and 
other community facilities in parts 
of five principal counties and 
more than 20 incorporated cities 
and towns. 

The Commission will strive to 
co-ordinate, zoning, traffic, water 
facilities and other matters over 
the area.

Mail Pay Hike 


WASHINGTON—+(#)—The rail- 
roads yesterday upped their de- 
mand for increased mail pay from 
the Government. 

A joint railroad petition filed 
with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission requested an advance 
in mail pay rates of 80 percent 


above the base pay collected in 
February, 1947. 

The rail carriers at that time 
began their current proceeding for 
higher compensation for carrying 
the mails. They originally asked a 
45 percent hike in the rates, later 
raised this to 65 percent, and made 
the figure 80 percent in yester- 
day’s petition. 

Over the strenuous objections of 
the Post Office Department, the 
ICC last year granted a temporary 
25 percent increase over the base 
rates as of February, 1947, and 
nade the authority retroactive to 
that date. This temporary increase 
is to apply until the Commission 
has decided what the rates should 
be on a long-term basis.
